The rejection of claim 24 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
anticipated by Angelopoulos et al (5,804,100).
